On March 7, 1972, MM T-1 advised that CONRADO _ 
RODRIGUEZ -indicated. that members of the JCR in New York

RODRIGUEZ again stated that he has received 
news from New York that his men are still determined 
to carry out acts of sabotage against democratic 
establishments of countries which maintain economic or 
commercial relations with the CASTRO Regime, however, he 
did not furnish any specific information as to the exact 
targets, time schedule or other pertinent details. 


It is to be noted that on January 9, 1972, the 
"Washington Capitol News Service" made a press release 
reporting that a car belonging to the Cuban Mission to 
the United Nations was scorched when a rag was placed. 
inside the gas tank and set afire. The article related 
that an anonymous caller, speaking Spanish, said that 
the "Commando de Cuba Rebelde'(Rebel Cuban Command) was 
responsible and that "this is the beginning of what Cuban 
diplomatic representatives. here can expect".
